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Continuation of 13. Other: a) Applicant's amendments have no impact on the rejections since the amendments are merely to amend the 
numbering of claims. 

b) Review of Applicant's After-Final submission, made up of two claim numbering amendments and corrections to the drawings and the 
specification but without arguments, do not establish clear evidence of allowability as required by the MPEP. 

The MPEP generally discourages the reopening of prosecution once prosecution is closed through the issuance of a final rejection. The 
MPEP has a relatively high bar for an examiner's withdrawal of the finality of prosecution once it is closed through a final rejection, limiting 
such reopening of prosecution to clear evidence of allowability if such evidence were to come to the examiner in a timely manner upon the 
issuance of a final rejection, or in the case of the recognition of a serious legal error made in the final rejection. These guidelines are 
explained by MPEP 706.07(e) Withdrawal of Final Rejection, General.
